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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has 
been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 7 June 2007 has been entered. 

Claims 13 and 14 have been amended. Claim 30 has been added. 

2. Claims 13, 14, 16-27, and 30 are pending and under consideration. 

Rejections Withdrawn 

3. The rejection of claims 13, 14, and 16-19 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for "substantially free", is withdrawn in light of the amendment of the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 13, 16-19, and 25-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because 
the specification, while being enabling for lipidated PsaA utilizing nucleic acid sequence which 
encodes the whole PsaA protein, does not reasonably provide enablement for producing the 
whole lipidated PsaA protein utilizing a "fragment thereof". The specification does not enable 
any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 
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Enablement requires that the specification teach those in the art to make and use the 
invention without undue experimentation. Factors to be considered in determining whether a 
disclosure would require undue experimentation include (1) the nature of the invention, (2) the 
state of the prior art, (3) the predictability or lack thereof in the art, (4) the amount of direction 
or guidance present, (5) the presence or absence of working examples, (6) the quantity of 
experimentation necessary, (7) the relative skill of those in the art, and (8) the breadth of the 
claims. 

The nature of the invention - producing a recombinant lipidated PsaA protein utilizing a 
nucleic acid which encodes a fragment of the whole progein. 

The state of the prior art for recombinantly producing proteins is well established as 
evidenced by applicants' own teachings in the specification. However, the production of a 
whole protein necessitates the use of a nucleic acid sequence which encodes the whole protein. 
Thus, there is a lack of predictability in the art that one can recombinantly produce a whole 
protein utilizing only a nucleic acid which encodes only a fragment of the whole protein. 

The amount of direction or guidance present is insufficient for the scope of the instant 
claims because the specification does not teach or suggest how one of skill in the art make a 
whole protein utilizing a nucleic acid sequence which encodes only a fragment of the whole 
proein. Thus, the scope of the instant claims constitutes merely an invitation to experiment 
without a reasonable expectation of success. 

Conclusion 

6. Claims 13, 16-19, and 25-27 are rejected. Claims 14, 20-24, and 30 appear to be free 
of the prior art.
